The strain of keeping up this role was 
superhuman, 

Even though life depended upon it he 
could keep it up no longer. He broke 
down. He settled the momentous issue 
upon which his own life aapented by 
dooming himself. 

It was a strange story which he unfolded 
to the sheriff. He felt driven to confession, 
he said. ‘He conld keep his secret no 


longer. Alone in his cell the firm resolve

If he should ever 
emerge from the asylum he would be 
hanged, 

He would tell the story—tell the truth 
which the man watching upstairs already 
knew. 

And he called the jailer. Then he sant 
for Sheriff Barnes. All during the afternoon 
he repeated his story and each time he told 
it the terrible weight upon his mind seem- 
ed to grow less. He seemed wonderfully 
relieved. The stress of conscience, of 
fear and of doubt was over. 

Carr, as he sat in his cell during the af- 
ternoon, seemed almost happy again. He 
talked as one from whose shoulders a great 
burden had been lifted. He had told the 


truth; his consctence had triumphed and | 


although the gallows was but four days 
ahead he seemed almost light hearted, 

Today had been fixed by Governor At- 
kinson for the final hearing in the case. 
Carr’s attorneys were to appear and make 
a plea in his behalf. It was generally 
known, however, that the governor had de- 
cided to intervene in the case and have 
Carr sent to the asylum He was acting 
on the report of five sanitary experts, who 
had pronounced the man insane. He did 
not feel that, in the face of this powerful 
testimony, he could let the man go to the 
gallows. 

Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, Carr’s attor- 
neys, had no intimation of Carr’s confes- 
sion until after it was over. They were 


j thunder struck, They announced later 


that they would still maintain the theory 
that he was insane and wonld go before 
the governor today and urge that in be- 
half of the condemned man. It looks, there- 
fore, as if the hearing will occur, spite of 
the marvelous confession made by Alex 
Carr. 

What will happen no one can predict. 
Carr is sentenced to be hanged next Fri- 
day.

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CARR’S STRANGE AWAKENING. 


He Suddenly Drops the Role of an In- 
sane Man and Confesses. 

As if arising from a slumber of years 
Carr got up from his cot yesterday and 
walked and talked for the first time in 
more than one year. From his strange po- 


sition of apparent helplessness he startled 


Friday was the day 


were more tears in the eyes of the old 
man whose head is not bowed in guilt 
than in those of the condemned -being who 
knew that only four days more remained 
in which he could grasp that wrinkled ten- 
der hand of the man that gave him life. 

Yesterday in the county jail there was 
witnessed a scene and enacted a life drama 
which, perhaps, has never been equal 
in its startling details in this state. A 
man who has been declared insane by 
many experts on the question of insanity 
within a short time, by his own words de- 
nies that he is a fit subject for an asylum. 
Rather than be consigned to an asylum he 
throws aside every hope of life and says 
that he has fooled the learned doctors and 
that he is ready to let the law be carried 
out. | 

Carr Comes to Life. 

Carr opened his mouth in living speech 
for the first time in months about 1 o'clock 
yesterday. He arose from his cot and 
dressed himself, someéthing he has not done 
since lapsing into his condition cf feigned 
insanity. When one of the jail attendants 
walked into the cell of the condemned man 
to carry him his dinner he was startled to 
see Carr sitting on the side of his bunk, 
partly dressed. And he was more startled 
to see the regenerated man slowly but 
steadily arise and put forward his hand 
and say: 

“Howdy.” 

The word was spoken without a quiver 
and in the most distinct manner. The 
sound of Carr’s voicé rang strangely in the 
ear of the visitor and for a moment he 
stood with his eyes riveted on the face of 
the tall, erect prisoner. Thinking that it 
was in a moment of a new kind of insani- 
ty the visitor slowly reached out his hand 
in a patronizing manner and repeated the 
welcome word of Carr. 


The Officers See Him. 

Without another word the man who car- 
ried Carr his dinner waiked out of the cell 
and called the authorifies of the institu- 
tion, Mr. Eubanks, the jailer, and Mr. 
Donehoo, his assistant. It was D. H. 
Crane, a revenue prisoner at the jail, who 
first saw Carr in his new role, and he 
called the officials. All entered the cell 
and were met by Carr, who again stretch- 
ed out his hand, this time to Mr. Eubanks. 

‘Howdy, Mr. Eubanks. I know you. You 
have been mighty kind to me. Yes, mighty 
kind to me. I want to thank you, Mr. 
Eubanks. I heard you telling the boys to 
take good care of me and give me plenty 
to eat.” 

“Howdy do, Mr. Donehoo. I used to 
know you when I was a boy. I have not 
spoke to you here at all, have I?" 

Carr spoke fhose words and never in their 
lives did two mem listen to the speech of 
man with more wonderment than did Mr. 
Eubanks and Mr. Donehoo. They were 
startled beyond expression. Neither knew 
what to say. They heard Carr talking dis- 
tinctly, but could hardly believe their ears, 
Such a thing had.mever occurred since they 
took charge of the jail last fall and it is 
no wonder that they “hesitated, before re- 
Diying to the words of the condemned man 
under their charge. 

What Alex Said. . 

“Hello, Alex!*'How are you feeling?’ said 
Mr. Eubanks, as quickly as he could re 
cover from his surprise. 

‘Very well, thank you,” said Carr. I 
want to tell you that I’m not crazy, Mr. 
Eubanks. I thank you for your kind treat- 
ment, and you, too, Mr. Donehoo. You all 
have been good to me here. I’m not crazy 
and I want to tell you why I played like 
I was. I didn’t want to be sent to the 
asylum and I didn’t want to be hanged, but 
I decided to play crazy and save my life 
if I could. I had a dream two or three 
days ago which warned me that I will be 
saved by the Lord and I will be ready for 
the execution. Sit down and I will tell you 
about it.” 

Carr then told the remarkable story 
which he repeated to many of the prison- 
ers in the jail and many visitors during 
the afternoon. To all he made the same ex- 
planation of his action and it was with a 
strong voice that he told of his sufferings 
and trouble. At no time during the evening 
did he lose strength nor falter when tell- 
ing his story. 

Sheriff Barnes Saw Him. 

After hearing the speech of the prisoner 
the jail officers quickly telephoned Sheriff 
Barnes and that official went to the jail 
to talk to Carr. With him was Mr. Hen- 
derson Hallman. It was with the same 
courteous address and calm manner that 
the supposed insane map repeated his de- 
termination to the sheriff and Mr. Hall- 
man. And he thanked Mr. Barnes for his 
kindness as he had the other officers 
By this time he had asked to be shaved 
and allowed to cleanse himself, which was 
done promptly. He put on a fairly good 
suit of clothing and donned a straw hat. 
While the attendants were cleaning his cell 
he stood in the corridor and conversed 
with the crowd of curious prisoners who 
gathered about looking at the murderer. 
He recognized two or three of them and 
talked to them through the iron bars. 

A New Alex Carr. 

An hour or two after dressing himself’ 

and getting ready to receive caliers the 


aged father of Carr and his brother, John . 


Carr, called at the jail to see Alex. They 
did not dream of tGe startling recovery of 
the son and brother and when they were 
finally admitted to the cell an entirely new 
sight met their gaze. Instead of the dirty, 
dingy cell and contents and the familiar 
sight of Alex lying on his bunk a listless, 
speechless man, they saw, standing up with 
outstretched hand, his pale face clean 
shaved and his hair cut in order, a new 
Alex Carr. Before them stood the son and 
brother, his hand extended and his lips 
pronouncing the words: 

“Father, it has been a long time since I 
spoke to you. I am well and all right.” 

“Why, Alex, what is the matter?” said 
the father in trembling tones. Turning to 
Mr. Eubanks, who stood near, the surpris- 
ed old man stid: ““What’s the matter with 
Alex, Mr. Eubanks. When did he get up.”’ 

Talked to His Father. 

Father, brother and son had grasped 
each others hands by this time and they 
talked for some time. Mr. Carr repeated 
his question to Alex and when the latter 
told his father that he was ready to die 
te old man exclaimed:

OF CUBAN AFFAIRS 


War Is On and with a Vengeance, 
Says Mr. Deguerville. 


REBELS ARE REAL FIGHTERS 


Spanish Soldiers Are a Sorry Looking 
Lot. 


THEY LACK CLOTHING AND FOOD 


Well-Known New Yorker Visits the 
Scenes of Warfare and Tells of 
the Sights There. 


Tampa, Fila., March 23.—(Special.)—Mr. 
A. B. Deguerville hag just returned from 
Cuba, where he went a short time ago as 
the representative of some New York 
bankers, who had some interests in the 
sugar esitate, Mercedes Decarillo, near 
Colon. He was able to obtain from the 
captain general a salvo conducto, allowing 
him to travel to this estate. Durifig the 
journey, which was full of exciting ex- 
periences, he had an opportunity of study- 
ing the cendition of the country and the 
position of the Spanish and Cuban forces. 

Mr, Deguerville was quite ill and unable 
to proceed to New York and did not wish 
to be interviewed, but to his friends here 
he told many things of interest of recent 
occurrence on the island. 

Considerable Fighting. 

‘Tt is a great mistake,’’ said Mr. Deguer- 
ville, “to think there have been no im- 
portant engagement between the Cuban 
and Spanish forces. within the last few 
days; to think that there has been but 
skirmishes in which only one or two men 
were wounded, as stated in nearly all dis- 
patches sent out from Havana to the 
American press, with the approval of the 
Spanish officials. There is no possible way 
for the war correspondents, who are fig- 
uratively chained in Havana, to get news, 
except that given out by the Spanish gov- 
ernment or which their interpreters may 
pick out here and there in the city. 

“No fighting? Why, on Thursday night a 
band of insurgents on the Aguirr attacked 
the Spanish soldiers near the estate of 
Toledo, half an hour’s ride from the city 
of Havana. No serious fighting? Ten 
days ago the battallion of Almaza had 
surrounded Maceo and a force of rebel 
cavalry near Pallos. Maceo ordered his 
men to charge with their machetes. The 
Spanish soldiers were young recruits; they 
could not stand this terrific charge, broke 
away and tried to hide themselves behind 
fences, etc. With machetes the insurgents 
went for them and only forty men escaped 


|.Ott-of the whole battalion. _ 


“On Wednesday last I was on a train 
from Mantanzas to Havana. Ten miles 
from the last named city the train was 


boarded by an old man, a lady and four | 


children. To one of his friends who was 
aboard the train the old gentleman stated 
that his estate had just been burned, and 
that he had to go to the city with his 
family. ‘You see,’ he said, ‘I have never 
had any trouble with the insurgents until 
some Spanish soldiers were sent to protect 
me. I begged for the authorities not to 
send those men, knowing that it would 
bring trouble. They insisted, saying I ‘had 
to be protected. The result was that the 
insurgents cam@ yesterday, burned my 
place and killed every one of the soldiers 
who were guarding it.’ 

“The old man did not seem sorry at all— 
mot a bit. He was telling the story laugh- 
ingly and as if the whole thing was a huge 
joke. 

“First of all,” said Mr, Deguerville, “lI 
was much impressed by the terrible condi- 
dition in which I found the Spanish sol- 
diers. People who have only seen the 
troops in Havana city cannot possibly 
imagine how they are out in the country. 
Such a miserable, dirty, dried-out, dis- 
gusted set of men I never saw anywhere. 
They have no linen, no clothes, no shoes, 
and one-half the men seem to be lame. 
They not only suffer from these inconveni- 
ences, but also from the lack of food. 

“While at Colon, taking breakfast at the 
hotel, four young soldiers presented them- 
selves to a Spanish commandant who was 
taking a drink at a table next to mine, 
and stated that they had had nothing to 
eat for forty hours. He gave them a dol- 
lar to go and buy some food. This is only 
one instance, and there are hundreds of 
them to be cited. I am ccnvinced that 
these soldiers are absolutely discouraged, 
disheartened and demoralized. It is. not 
surprising when we consider that for 
months they have been kept running after 
an enemy which never stopped to fight, 
which they never can reach and suddenly, 
when they are tired out, exhausted and 
hungry, dash upon them, cut hundreds o! 
them to pieces and disappear again, . that 
they are not only discouraged, but thar 
they are also, without any doubt, terror 
stricken by the onslaughts of the in- 
surgents, armed with their deadly ma- 
chetes. 

“The insurgents are everywhere and 
have their own way from one end of the 
country to the other. The situation is 
this: | 
“The Spanish have the cities. Around 
the cities they have built forts, any amount 
of forts, and these, of course, are perfectly 
safe, for the insurgents having no artil- 
lery cannot possibly attack them. Give 
artillery to the insurgents and the war 
wouldn't last six months more. The coun- 
try belongs to the insurgents, as the cities 
belong to the Spaniards. They walk from 
one province to another, the 
smaller detachments of Spanish troops, 
averting the strongest column with mag- 
nificent tactics and burning and destroying, 
sometimes a few yards in front, of prop- 
pet eg might be a source of revenue

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THIRTEEN IN THE TUNNEL. 


EXPLOSION FORLOWED AND ALL 
ARE NOW DEAD. 


Fearful Accident at the Berwind-White 
Shaft—Ten Bodies Have Been 
Recovered. 


Dubois, Pa., March 23.—There was a gas 
explosion at the Berwind-White shaft at 
the eastern limits of town this afternoon 
and thirteen miners were killed. It is a new 
mine which the company has been opening 
up and working crews in shafts to push the 
‘headings out in various directions for big 
work later on. | 

Seventeen men went on at 7 o'clock this 
morning, thirteen going into the north 
heading and four into the south heading. 
About 10 o’clock the latter were sensible 
of a shock and a few minutes later the 
mine boss came to them and told them 
something had happened and that they 
should get out as soon as they could. 

When the party, then consisting of five, 
reached the foot of the shaft they were 
nearly overcome by gas and were hurriedly 
taken up in thecage. Assistance was imme- 
diately summoned and practical miners 
from the Beil Lewis and Yales company 
mines volunteered their services. 

Ten bodies have thus far been recovered. 
The other bodies are still in the mine and 
the remains are being searched for. All 
the victims were residents of Dubois and 
with one exception had families. 


PERIOD OF FIRE IN COLON. 


Half of the City Has Been Burned. 
Stagnation Threatened. 

Colon, Colombia, March 23—A fire start- 
ed here at 4 o’clock this morning and be- 
fore it was got under control half of the 
city had been burned. The spread of the 
flames was aided by a strong wind that 
earried large /pieces of burning material 
onto the fs of houses. 

The fire threatened to wipe out the entire 
city. By 8 o’clock all the buildings south 
of Seventh street as far as the market had 
been destroyed. Among the buildings de- 
stroyed was Hafeman’s pharmacy. It was 
then considered that the only buildings 
that were out of danger were the Swiss 
Casino and the office of fhe Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company. The fire extended 
down to the railroad station, and for a time 
that building was in imminent danger, but 
the firemen thought they might be able to 
save it. 

The fire brigade of Panama was asked to 
aid in fighting the fire and came here on a 
special train, accompanied by the chief au- 
thorities. Transit on the Panama railroad 
was completely suspended later in the day. 
All the bakertes have been burned and a 
searcity of food is threatened. Intense ex- 
citement prevails. The captain and crew of 
the Colombian steamer Finance rendered 
valuable assistance in checking the spread 
of the flames. 

It is impossible as yet to learn the full 
extent of the loss, but it will be very

Standing a few yards away looking on 
‘the scene in the famous cell in which Carr 
carried out his purpose of many months, 
there were several newspaper men and the 
Jail officials. In the jail corridor many 
Prisoners huddled together, wherd they 
could get a glimpse of the father and two 
gons. There was being enacted a life drama 
which will make a lasting imprint on the 
minds of the few who witnessed it. 


Was a Sad Parting. 

* When the story of the new determination 
‘of Carr had been told it was with a 
: heavy heart and bowed head that the fa- 
ther slowly arose and left the ceil. John 
Carr remained kneeling before his brother. 
He looked up in the face of his brother 
and said nothing. Brothers seldom parted 
im such a manner. Walking to the door 
John looked back in the cell and tried to 
murmur “‘zoodby’” to Alex, but he failed 
in the attempt. Mr. Carr and John left the 
jail strangely different from the manner 
in which they entered it. A hope had van- 
isned. 

When the news of the confession began 
to spread over the city a sensation un- 
known in criminal annals was created. 
The escape of Will Myers had no more 
startling effect on the people and it was 
with remarkable rapidity the news of 
Carr’s change spread. 

The Same Alex Carr, 

The Alex Carr of yesterday afternoon 
Was the same determined man who deliber- 
ately shot Captain H. O. King to death on 
August 23, 1894, the only difference bging 
that he is now pale and thin and weaker, 
the result of long continement without ex- 
ercise and the suffering he has undergone 
in carrying out his act. His mind appeared 
to recall the details of that day of days to 
him and he talked of his trouble caimly 
and with a full knowledge of what he was 
Saying. He told how he felt on the day he 
Was arrested and when he was placed in 
jail. Following his story he told of the time 
when it first occurred to him to feign in- 
Sanity. He said that the determination to 
play crazy was born in his own mind and 
that he was not told to do so by any one, 
although he overheard a remark of one of 
his attorneys that he (Carr) would be sent 
to the asylum. 

Carr at first declined to, be interviewed, 
Stating to Mr. Eubanks that he would not 
talk to the representatives of the press un- 
til one of the older men—some one connect- 
_ ed with the management of one of the pa- 
- pers—came and listened to his story. He 
-  gaid that he did not want to be misquoted. 


* He sent word that he had no ill feeling 


against any of the newspaper men but for 
two hours he persistently declined tu agree

He Held Aloof. 

Alex held aloof from visitors for some 
time. Once the newspaper men were ad- 
mitted to his cell, but he asked if his wish 
had been complied with. Turning to The 
representative of The Constitution he said: 

“T don’t want to talk until one of the 
managers comes. Have you sent for any 
one?’ 

No expression could be secured from the 
prisoner until the arrival of Mr. Keily. 
Carr then told his story. 

Alex Carr’s Story. 

“No, I am not crazy,’ he said. “I am 
feeling very well today. My neck hurts a 
little, but it will soon be all right. I have 
been leaning over, you know, and my 
back and neck are sore some. In every 
other way my health is very good. I was 
sick for a while, but am better now. I 
have been improving for a good while.” 

“Alex, do you want to tell the gentlemen 
about yourself?’’ asked Mr. Eubanks when 
Carr hesitated after speaking of his health. 

“Yes, I have no objection to talking,” 
said the prisoner. “I have made up my 
mind to talk and I want to tell everything. 
I have not been crazy. I have acted pretty 
well, haven’t I? I remember nearly every- 
thing that has happened of importance 
since I was arrested. One time I. thought 
that my mind was not exactly clear, but I 
don’t claim that I was ever crazy.’ I have 
suffered, but until I dreamed two or three 
nights ago I kept up my purpose. I had 
a dream which warned me to talk and get 
ready to take my punishment. I have no 
prejudice against any one and have the 
kindest feeling for all of the officers here. 

Drank Some Whisky. 

“Yes, I remember about the trial for lu- 
nacy. The doctors hurt me some, but l 
stood it. I made up my mind to play crazy 
before my first trial. I got to thinking 
about it and decided that if I acted crazy 
I might be sent to the asylum. I tried it 
awhile. One day I heard some of them 
talking here in my cell. I had been acting 
awhile, and father and brother and Mr. 
Arnold believed that I was crazy. I heard 
Mr. Arnold say that I was crazy and 
would have to be sent to the asylum. I 
kad-atreaty made up my mind to play: cra- 
zy when I heard that, but when I heard 
some of them say that I acted like a crazy 
man I thought that I could play off. When 
I first came to jail my mind was wander- 
ing a little. I drank some whisky the day 
I shot King, but I was not drunk. 

Another Reason for It. 

“T did not kill him because he owed me 
money. That is a mistake. It was for an- 
other reason. I had been thinking of 
some old trouble of mine. I did not care 
about what he owed me, and when I looked 
for him that day from place to place I was 
thinking of that old trouble. I won't tell 
you now what it was. I am going to make 
a statement Friday. It was for something 
else that I shot him. I remember when 
they took me to prison, and the first day 
they brought me‘here I felt then as if my 
mind was going from me and I might have 
been wandering in my mind some. That 
was because I had not taken good care of 
myself. I had been drinking a little, and 
that, with my trouble, made me think a 


good deal. 
He Wouldn’t Talk. 


“After awhile I began to get better and 
my appetite improved. When I decided to 
play crazy I was very well. When I was 
tried before the ordinary and the grand 
jury I was all right. I remember about 
how they examined me. I wouldn’t talk, 
and tried not to move when they made 
the tests. Of course they hurt me, but I 
stood it all right. I didn’t want to talk, 
and wouldn’t say a word. When I tame 
back here my brother tried to get me to 
talk, but I wouldn’t. Father tried to talk 
to me, too, but I never spoke to him until 
today. One day some one said that father 
had said my mind wasn’t good. I didn’t 
like that. I knew that my mind was all 
right, and I wanted to die rather than stay 
in jail Some of them said that if I was 
crazy I would go to the asylum, and Il 
thought I would like that until my dream 
warned me two or three days ago. 

Depends on Dreams. 

“Yes, I remember about the court, I heard 
some of the evidence and some of the 
speeches, but didn’t listen to all of the 
triaL I stood up once when they were 
talking to me, but got tired and sat down. 
When they thought I was asleep in here I 
heard the preacher out there. Some of the 
prisoners said that Friday was my day. I 
heard some of them say that the governor 
would do nothing in my case. I believed 
then that I would not be sent to the asy- 
lum. When I dreamed about my case some- 
thing warned me to tell about it. I think 
that when the time comes I will be ready. 
The Lord will forgive me, I believe 1 
thought I was ready, but I be 
lieve now that I would rather live. I 
dreamed that my case had been tried by 
the Lord and that He had sent me word to 
do what I have. I depend on my dreams 
altogether, and talked because I dreamed 
that I ought to. 

“I can’t tell you all about my dreams; 
that would make too much. Sometimes I 
dream of snakes. I have prayed at night 
and have been forgiven. I don’t think I 
would be saved right now if I was hanged 
today. I got mad a day or two ago. When 
I’m mad I don’t feel safe. Holland brought 
me my dinner, and as he moved something 
away that I didn’t want moved I shoved 
him with my fist. I am not mad with him, 
but he made me angry the other day.”’ 

Holland is an attache at the jail. He told 
Mr. Eubanks a day or two ago that Carr 
had struck him. That was the first change 
which indicated the sensation of yester- 
day. | 

Dreamed of Snakes. 

“I go by my dreams all the time, and when 

I dreamed of snakes I knew that that was

and by not talking I knew I wouldn’t say 
anything to give myself away. 
Cold Water Hurt. 

“I did not niind the examination the doc- 
tors made of me not long ago. I didn’t 
know exactly what they were doing it for, 
but I thought maybe they wanted to see 
if | was crazy before deciding my case. The 
doctors hurt me a little, but I stood it with- 
out flinching, till they poured cold Water 
on me. I tell you that hurt. Cold water 
is a mighty bad thing. It made me flinch 
I expect, but I stood it without saying a 
werd. The docters mashed my eyes, and 
that hurt some, but not as bad as the cold 
water. I heard Mr. Eubanks talking to the 
doctors and I knew that he was my friend. 
I thought that some of the doctors believ- 
ed that I was crazy, but I don’t know their 
names. 

“IT didn’t mind the electric battery. It 
made me sore in the back, but I was all 
right the next day. I felt better after the 


doctors left me and hoped that they would - 


come back again. I fooled them good, 

didn’t I? I knew that I was fooling the 

doctors, and I thought that maybe they 

would tell the governor that I was crazy. 
He Didn’t Shave Him. 

‘T don’t remember much about my last 
sentence. I didn’t pay much attention to 
it. Mr. Eubanks made me mad at the trial. 
He has been mighty good to me, but he 
promised to shave me and didn’t do it. I 
couldn’t tell him to shave me, but I heard 
him say that he would have me shaved. I 
wanted to be shaved, but I’m not mad with 
Mr. Eubanks about it. Dave Crane has been 
kind to me, too. He has brought me plen- 
ty to eat. He tried to keep me comfortable 
here, and I am thankful to him and the 
others who watched over me. I knew ev- 
erything that was going on around me and 
heard all they said. Once a lot of men 
came in here and examined me. They were 
the grand jury, I think. Some of them 
talked to me, but I wouldn’t say anything. 

Will Be Ready. 

“IT have not told any one why I shot 
King, and am not going to until Friday. 
I will tell them then. I want to see a min- 
ister soon and get him to pray for me I 
have been praying some myself, but I was 
afraid that the officers would hear me. I 
will tell you all all about the case when 
you come to see me. I want to talk to Mr. 
Davis again before I talk any more. Don’t 
write anything I haven’t said, please. Tell 
the people that I will be ready Friday.” 

The Governor Interested. 

Perhaps one of the most interested per- 
sons in the city in the confession of Carr 
yesterday afternoon was Governor Atkin- 
son. He was told of the change in Carr’s 
condition and the governor had the case 
uppermost in his mind for the remainder 
of the day. He was to make up his mind 
on the case within three days and any- 
thing new from the jail relating to the 
condition of the condemned man of course 
interested. him. The governor asked for 
the particulars of the occurrence at the 
jail, but he was reticent when asked 
about the case. He said that he had an 
engagement to hear from the attorneys 
for Carr this morning and that he pre- 
sumed that the Messrs. Arnold would 
make their plea. 

Will Argue It Any Way. 

The case had reached its last stage and 
had Carr not confessed his fate would 
have been decided by the governor today 
or tomorrow, parhaps. And it is believed 
by many that a respite would have been 
granted the murderer. Now that he has 
changed and told the public that he has 
been feigning a different phase may be put 
on the case. Messrs. Arnold hold that the 
action of Carr yesterday only substanti- 
ates the theory that the man is really in- 
Sane and they will go before the governor 
and argue that opinion. Every effort will 
be made by the attorneys and the father 
and brother of Carr to prove this by his 
Strange action, when right on the eve of a 
probable chance for life he tells that he is 
not insane; that in itself, in their opinion, 
being conclusive evidence that the man 
is not feigning, but really crazy. 

Governor Atkinson declined to be quoted 
last night. A representative of The Con- 
Stitution told him of the story told by 
Carr. He said that the case was a very 
remarkable one. He said that Carr must 
be @ strange man and that if he has 
feigned and made the doctors believe that 
he was crazy he deserved to be classed 
among the wonders of the day. 

Talked to the Sheriff. . 

Sheriff Barnes was one of the first to 
talk to Carr. When the murderer had 
told his story to the jail officers Mr. 
Barnes was sent for and he listened to the 
prisoner repeat the story. Carr asked Mr. 
Barnes. several questions, one of the first 
of which was if the sheriff was a Chris- 
tian. Mr. Barnes did not understand the 
full meaning of the question and he tried 
to evade it. Carr did not make a clear im- 
pression on the mind of the sheriff. Mr. 
Barnes thinks that the story of Carr is 
somewhat disconnected and that it was 
rather imaginary. (Mr. Barnes said that

Was not exactly clear. 
Dr. Baird Dissented. 

Dr. J. B. Baird, the only one of the five 
experts who recently examined Carr who 
concluded that the man was sane, was 
much talked about last night. Dr. Baird 
has maintained from the beginning of the 
Carr case that the man has been feigning. 
He so expressed himself before the court 
in the first trial and later before the ordi- 
nary. When the physicians examined 
Carr at the instance of Governor Atkin- 
son several weeks ago all of the doctors 
except Dr. Baird signed a paper express- 
ing their belief that the man was insaneé, 
his insanity taking the form of dementia. 
Dr. Baird dissented from the opinion, but 
in view of the wide experience of his as- 


| sociates in such matters he stated in a 


minority report that there was @ reason- 
able doubt of Carr’s sanity. 
The Commission. 

The expert commission consisted of Dr. 
Baird, Dr. Powell, of Milledgeville, super- 
intendent of the state insane asylum; Dr. 
Murphy, of Morganton, N. C., superinten- 
dent of the North Carolina insane asylum; 
Dr. J. S. Todé@ and Dr. J. McF. Gaston, of 
Atlanta. The physicians spent several 
days examining Carr and finally agreed 
on a report as stated. All of the evidence 
in the court trials and the insanity trial 
before’ the ordinary was gone over and 


the physicians made a thorough investiga-- 


tion of the case from beginning to end. 
They went into every feature of the case, 
the thorough and careful investigation 
carrying with the report submitted to the 
governor great respect. It is likely that 
the report weighed the balance in Carr's 
favor and that if he had kept up his 
feigned Insanity he might have been sent 
to the asylum. 


Thought He Would Hold Out. 

Dr. Baird stated last night that he was 
surprised to hear that Carr had confessed. 
He said that he has always believed ‘that 
the man was feigning, but that he be- 
lieved that he would keep it up to the last 
moment. When asked why he added a 
paragraph to his minority report admit- 
ting that there was a reasonable doubt of 
Carr’s sanity he said that the great re- 
spect he had for his associates had weight 
with him. He seid that the physicians 
were positive in their opinion and that 
he did not desire to be entirely obstinate 
and stake his individual opinion against 
his associates further than the opinion 
expressed in his minority report. He said 
that the governor haw asked the commis- 
sion to report on Carr’s sanity and that he 
portly felt that it would embarrass 
the governor if he insisted that Carr was 
sane absolutely because the governor 
might not desire to act on the report of 
a divided commission. After all he would 
be compelled to settle the case himself, 
and on that account the physician felt 
constrained to admit that there was a 
reasonable doubt in the ease in view of 
the persistent silence or Carr and no 
appearance of weakening on the part of 
the prisoner. 

The Commission’s Report. 

The report of the commission follows: 

“To His Excellency, W. Y. Atkinson, 
Governor of Georgia—Sir: The commis- 
sion appointed by your excellency to in- 
quire into the lunacy of Alexander A. 
Carr, now confined in Fulton county jail, 
under sentence of death for murder, here- 
with respectfully report: The commis- 
sioners have carefully; read and studied 
all the evidence brought out at the differ- 
ent trials the prisoner has had before the 
superior court and the ordinary of Fulton 
county, as reported by the official sten- 
ographers? they questioned all the officers 
of the jail and as many of the. ex-officers 
who had had means’ of observing Carr as 
could be found, also“ several of his fellow 
prisoners; all of these persons had ample 
opportunity to see the prisoner day and 
night, with and without his: knowledge, 
and it is a fact they had observed him 
with a view of detecting any signs of 
feigning on fhe part of the prisoner. 

“They examined on several occasions, 
and at great length, the prisoner himself, 
his physical condition, and the best they 
could, his present mental manifestation. 
In brief, the members of the commission 
have exhausted every means known to 
them to obtain all the facts bearing in 
any wise on the question at issue; they 
have carefully considered and fully dis- 
cussed this large mass of testimony. 

“From all the facts obtained from their 
various sources the commission is freely 
convinced that the prisoner, Carr, is now 
insane, and that the form of insanity is

A Dissenting Voice. 


“I regret that I cannot concur in the 
opinion of my colleagues of the commission 
as expressed above. 

‘““‘The prisoner, Alexander A. Carr, cer- 
tainly presents the ordinary symptoms of 
dementia. These are self-evident and un- 
mistakable. But are these symptoms real, 
or are they assumed? That is the ques- 
tion to be determined by this inquiry. 

‘In my deliberate judgment, no feature 
of his case is beyond the reach of volun- 
tary assumption, and the particular form 
of insanity to which his symptoms pertain 
* perhaps, the easiest of all forms to 
eign. 

‘Sinee the day of King David, as record- 
ed in I Samuel xxi, 10-15, insanity has 
been successfully simulated as a means of 
escape from the legitimate = nae nor om of 
individual acts; and as a refuge pun- 
ishment for accomplished crime it will 
continue to be invoked in the future. 

‘In the case before us I cannot admit 
the doctrine of hereditary taint; neither 
can I accept. the plea of strong personal 
predtsposttion as an element in the decision. 
If I did, tt would be equivalent to the ad- 
mission that a large proportion of man- 
kind stands upon the very brink of an 
awful precipice, and upon convenient oc- 
casion it would only become necessary to 
assume a crouching attitude and obstinate- 
ly refuse to speak in order to make out a 
strong case of mental irresponsibility. 

“TI am not prepared to do this. 

“Nevertheless, I have great respect for 
the opinions of my associates in this most 
responsible and painful investigation. They 
are capable and honest and men of large 
practical experience, and their views should 
carry great weight. ‘ 

“For this reason, and for the further 
reason that there hag appeared no evident 
weakening upon the part of the prisoner 
for the period of ei months or more, 
I am constrained to it the existence of 
a reasonable doubt of bis sanity at the 
present time.

CARR’S THREE CHANCES. 


Story of His Trio of Trials While He 
Was Dodging the Hemp. 

Not from the moment when the case of 
Carr was put into their hands have the 
Messrs. Arnold ceased to fight for his life. 
Despite the fact that Alex Carr made state- 
ments during his apparent period of san- 
ity which were the truth. these statements 
were very nearly outweighed through the 
skilled maneuvering of these attorneys. 

Before the coroner's jury Alex Carr, 
along with his brother and-Bailey, was ab- 
solutely sane. After some time in jail there 
came a change over him and he gradually 
grew silent and day by day developed a 
consistent case of melancholia. Nothing 
could be done to arouse him from his state 
of abject, voiceless despondency and but 
little nourishment could be forced upon 
him—and it was food that came from the 
hands of his father. 

Before Carr’s first trial before Judge 
Richard H, Clark, who but recently died, 
there were four avenues through which 
he might hope to make an attempt to save 
his life. The first was the trial by g@ury on 
the issue of guilty or not guilty of the 
murder of Captain King. Did this prove 
adverse—which it did—he would then have 
the opportunity for a plea of insanity be- 
fore the murder and at the time of the 
perpetration of the crime. This would 
necessitate the drawing of a jury from the 
grand jury of the county. Did this fail 
also, a trial on the plea of present insan- 
ity, which would be a trial before the 
ordinary, could be had. In all of these 
three instances an appeal to the supreme 
court is to be considered. These three 
avenues failing, executive clemency—a 
clemency which might have been exercised 
if Carr had not admitted his sanity—was 
the fourth remedy to an avoidance of a 
disagreeable drop of some three feet. 

The First Trial of Alex Carr. 

Alex Carr was tried before Judge Richard 
Clark. He entered a plea of not guilty. 
The shooting was admitted. The Messrs. 
Arnold, however, made insanity the prin- 
cipal feature, virtually the only feature of 
the defense, and attempted to fight to a 
verdict of not guilty on that line. The 
state was prepared to meet it and expert 


‘testimony was introduced on beth sides 


of the case, The physicians introduced for 
the defense were men of undoubted integ- 
rity as men and of undisputed ability as 
physicians, 

These doctors had made careful exami- 
nations of the prisoner, who gat before the 
jury, emotionless, glassy-eyed, immova- 
ble. On the stand they testified as to his 
absolute insanity and long dissertations 
on insanity and its causes now adorn the 
records of the court. 

On the other hand, the physicians intro- 
duced by the state were equally positive 
that Carr was feigning insanity and gave 
scientific reasons which counterbalanced 
the testimony of the physicians for the de- 
fense. 

The principal witness for the state was 
Dr. James B. Baird. He was absolutely 
confident thit Carr was feigning and so 
testified with a certainty that carried abso- 
lute conviction with it. He had studied 
Carr's case closely and had given it a thor- 
ough diagaosis. He had an explanation for 
every phase of Carr’s condition and gaid 
that there was not a thing that Carr was 
doing that uny ordinary man could not do. 
Dr. Knott testified to the same facts, de- 
claring in epigrammatic outburst that he 
did not believe »n that kind of insanity 
which b2gan with a murder trial and ended 
in a verdict of acquittal. 

Witaesses fairly clouded the stand to 
testify to acts of Carr’s childhood which 
would show that he had had a touch of 
insanity in him for years. The relatives 
of the murderer brought to quick recollec- 
tion every eccentricity and every ifiiosyn- 
cracy of the unfortunate man, Incidents 
most absurd were testified to. 

The result of that trial was that Carr 
was found guilty of the murder of Captain 
King. There was a motion made for a 
new trial and it was refused. An appeal 
was taken to the supreme court and the 
juigment of the lower court was affirmed, 


The Second Trial. 

A writ of lunacy was later sworn out by 
Carr’s father, though in the meantime 
Carr had been sentenced to hang. The 
trial before Ordinary Calhoun occupied sey- 
eral days and much the same ground as 
that involved in the first trial was gone 
over. Dr. Floyd W. McRae was foreman 
of this jury and a mistrial was declared, 
as the jurors could not agree. 

The Third Trial. 

Then came the third trial—the second be- 
fors Ordinary Calhoun—and this time Carr 
was found sane. He was resentenced to 
be hanged, and the supreme court refused 
to interfere. Executive clemency was the 
only hope. 

All through these trials he had remained 
very much the same. But in the last trial, 
with Dr. K. C. Divine as foreman, Carr 
was put through far more rigorous tests 
than at any previous time. In fact, these 
tests led to the writing of a card by a 
member of that jury, Mr. J. W. Gold- 
smith. In this card he told of the tests 
that Carr had been put through and said

Cuban Resolutions Disagreed to in the 
Senate. 


MILLS WANTS RED BLOOD 


Has an Idea That Grover Should Go 


Gunning for Spaniards Instead 
of Canvasbacks. 


Washington, March 23.—(Special.)—The 
senate ended the Cuban debate for the 
present today by suddenly disagreeing to 
the house resolutions and asking for an- 
other conference;on the same. 

It was done because nearly all the sena- 
tors objected to the third resolution, in 
which Spain is threatened with interference 
on the part of the United States. 

It is probable that the committee will 
immediately report back a resolution sim- 
ply recognizing the belligerent rights of 
the Cubans—a resolution similar to that 
offered by Senator Morgan. It is prob- 
able that such a resolution could be pass- 
ed through both houses of congress within 
a week. 

Senator Mills kicked out of the adminis- 
tration traces-today and introduced a res- 
olution with a genuine warlike ring to it. 
It instructs the president to eall upon 
Spain to give the Cubans home rule and 
adds that if Spain refuses the president 
shall with our army and navy take forci- 
ble possession of Cuba and hold it until 
the Cubans shall have set up a government 
of their own with an organized army and 
navy. 

. Mr. Mills announced that he would speak, 
on his resolution tomorrow. Nothing so 
radical stands any chance of passing, but 
it shows that the Texas senator can no 
longer be classed among the cuckoo sen- 
ators. 

Wants It Built at Once. 

Attorney General Harmon wants the pro- 
posed southern federal prison) built at 
once. Today he sent a letter to Chairman 
Cannon, of the house appropriations com- 
mittee, in which he asked that an appro- 
priation be made sufficient to purchase a 
site and erect a building for the southern 
federal prison. In this le:ter be says that a 
suitable site for the southern prison can be 
obtained for nothing, or next to nothing, 
by judicious management of rivalries be- 
tween different localities. He arids that the 
southern prison is the one most needed 
and if an appropriation is placed at his 
disposal he can obtain a site and erect tne 
prison earlier than if all three are provided 
for at once. 

Mr. Harmon is known to favor Atlan- 
ta as the best location for the southern 
prison, but he expects to secure a site for 
almost nothing. Other cities have offered 
to donate sites to the government, yet 
if a good location near Atlanta can be 
secured for a reasonable sum, it may 
well be assumed that the prison will f&%® 

located there. Mr. Harmon and Secretagy 
Smith are determined and both are favora- 
ble to Atlanta. 
Will Call No Election. 

A dispatch from Lousiana tonight says 
the governor refused to call an election 
for a congréssman from Mr. Boatner’s dis- 
trict for the 23d of next month. He may 
postpone it until the regular November 
election. The reasons are said to be that 
in the first place the governor is not 
friendly to Mr. Boatner. Also that a con- 
gressional election may array some of the 
populists in that district against the dem- 
ocratic state ticket to be elected on the 
23d of next month. The governor refuses 
to involve a congressional contest in the 
state election, so Mr. Boatner may remain 
out of office for many months. He is sorry 
he consented to be unseated so early and 
realizes now that he overplayed his hand. 
It is also said among the Lousiana people 
that Mr. Boatner may have a hard fight 
for the democratic nomination, 

Change of Crisp-Smith Dates.

EXPIRED SUDDENLY AT WASH- 
INGTON, GA., YESTERDAY. 


Had Been Ill a Few Days, but His 
Death Was Not Expected—Short 
Sketch of the Deceased. 


Washington, Ga., March 23.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Samuel Barnett died very suddenly 
here today at 12 o’clock. He had been eom- 
plaining for the past few days, but no fears 
were entertained for his recovery. His death 
was a shock to the entire community and 
an incalculable loss to his family and 
friends. a 

He was an eminent scholar; a man of 
rare literary and scientific attainments and 
a skilled mathematician. Socially he was 
one of the most charming conversation- 
ists, and in private’life one of-the purest 
men, kindest of fathers, gentlest of hus- 
bands, truest of friends and unswerving 
in his duty to his country. 

But for his physical weakness, he would 
have ranked among the foremost mien of 
his age. Notwithstanding this, his indomit- 
able will overcame in a measure his phys- 
ical weakness and gave him national, if 


not an international, prominence. He was 
a life-long friend of Judge Bileckley and 
many others prominent in affairs of state, 
who will receive the news of his death 
with many regrets. He leaves a wife and 
five children. They are Mrs. Dr. E. M. 
Bounds, Mr. E. A. Barnett, Mr. Osborne 
S. Barnett, Mr. Frank W. Barnett and 
Hon. Samuel Barnett, of Atlanta. His re- 
mains will be interred tomorrow evening. 
Rev Samuel A. Burney. 

Madison, Ga., March 23.—(Special.)—Rev. 
Samuel A, Burney, D.D., died at his home 
here at 5 o’clock yesterday morning. He 
was a son of the late Judge Thomas J. 
Burney and was born in Madison fifty-six 
years ago. Dr. Burney graduated at Mer- 
cer university about 1360. He was a volun- 
teer member of the Panola Guards in 
Cobb’s legion, and later when lieutenant of 
that company, lost an eye in the battie 
of Chanceunorsville. General T. R. R. Cobb 
had offered him a.place on his staff just 
a few days before the general was kilied, 
and he would have accepted the honor but 
for the death of his superior officer.

Mamfested itself and betore Fresident 
Powers and Mr, Jacobs salt down to supper 
last night they had been assured by fresi- 
dent bkiournoy, of the Columbus HKailroad 
Company, that that company would ao its 
part financiaily as well as donate the base- 
bail park, Which beiongs to the railroad, 
if the club was organized and the people 
would support the game, 

That as a starter, accompanied by Pres- 
ident Flournyy, the two missionaries start- 
ed to look over the town. It did not take 
them long to become thoroughly convinted 
that Columbus could be brought in. The 
details of the plan outlined at the meeting 
Sunday were laid before those with whom 
President Powers and Mr. Jacobs con- 
versed, 

The result of the conversation-was a call 
for a mass meeting this afternoon, 

President Powers wired his Atlanta asso- 
ciliates last night that everythimg looked 
very bright and that he was happy over the 
result of the day’s work. 

The Constitution’s special from Columbus 
Says: 

Columbus, Ga, March 23.—(Special.)— 
Henry Powers, president of the Southern 
Baseball Association, and Solon Jacobs, 
president of the Birmingham club, arrived 
here this afternoon for the purpose of get- 
ting Columbus to take the Nashville fran- 
chise of the Southern Baseball Association. 

Messrs. Powers and Jacobs undertook the 
work immediately upon their arrival and 
tonight the indications are very favorable 
to the accomplishment of their purpose. 

Indeed, it may be asserted with safety 
that an agreement will be reached tomor- 
row afternoon between President Powers 
and the Columbus Railroad Company for 
this city’s entering the southern league in 
Nashville’s place 

Presidents Powers and Jacobs had a con- 
ference with President Flournoy, of the 
railroad company, which resulted in the 
later giving assurance that his company 
would perform its part in the matter, pro- 
vided the citizens would give their support 
to the movement. 

The railroad company owns the baseball 
park, which is one of the best in the south 
and which they propose to donate to a club 
in the event of its organization.

anticipated.

ROTHERY MAY BE A FREE MAN 


John Harris, Convicted of. Assaulting 
Attorney John W. Cox, Is Given 
a Three Years’ Sentence. 


The unique point of law touching ante- 
bellum marriages of slaves which was re- 
cently decided by Judge Lumpkin in the 
Albert Harris case, arises again in the 
case of Robert Howard and Mattie How- 
ard, which they have brought against 
Mitchell Burney, which is now pending in 
the superior court. 

In September, 1895. Mitchell Burney pur- 
chased a house and lot in the city from 
Moses Howard and Charlotte, Fowler, who 
claimed to be the sole surviving heirs of 
their father, Levi Howard, deceased. 

A claim has been recently interposed by 
Mattie Howard, who alleges that she is the 
wife of Lée Howard, a deceased heir, and 
by Robert Howard, who alleges that he is 
a son of the ancestor, Levi Howard, but 
by a different mother from the other heirs, 
and it is claimed that this woman lived 
with Levi Howard as man and wife before 


the war. 

The case involves the construction of an 
act of the legislature passed in 1856 de- 
claring that children born prior to the pas- 
sage of that act should be the legitimate 
children of their colored father only when 
,born in what was regarded as a state of 
wedlock, or when the parents were living 
together as husband and wife

What Sound Money Means. 

We find in Secretary Smith's “official 
organ” the following paragraph: 

We have not had in Georgia for many 
years any political debates which have at- 
tracted as much attention as will these be- 
tween champions of sound money and the 
leading advocate in this state of silver 
monometatiism., 

Now, as a matter of fact, the “official 
organ” knows very well—if it does not, 
it is the dupe of its own ignorance—that 
there is not in this state or any other, 
so far as we know, an advocate of 
Silver monometallism. There are plenty 
of people who would prefer silver mon- 
ometallism to gold monometallism. 

The secretary’s “official organ” knows 
very well that every advocate of free 
coinage in this state believes in open 
mints for both gold and silver, and that 
the issue now before the country is the re- 
monetization of silver and not the de- 
monetization of gold. This is so well 
known that we refer to it here solely for 
the purpose of making plain the mean- 
ing of the cant phrase “sound money.” 

What is meant by “sound money?” 
Making the question broader, what are 
the advocates of “sound” money trying 
to effect? While the “official organ” is 
scratching its head, we will put the 
same questions to Mr. Carlisle, having 
his answer already before us in his 
address to the agents of the money 
power. What is “sound” money? Mr. 
Carlisle declares that “it is money based 
on the present gold standard of value.” 
What are the advocates of “sound” 
money trying to do? Mr. Carlisle’s an- 
swer is that they are trying to prevent 
the remonetization of silver. They do 
not want a “cheaper dollar.” They want 
all the cheapness to rest on the products 
of the people’s labor, and all the dearness 
to reside in the dollar of the bankers 
and the bondholders. 

But there may be some who do not 
regard Mr. Carlisle as an authority on 
this subject. We therefore present the 
same question to the New York cham- 
ber of commerce. We have its answer 
before us. “Sound” money means mon- 
ey based on “the present gold standard 
of value,” and the “sound” money men 
declare that “the present gold standard 
of value’’—that is to say, the single gold 
standard, the single gold standard being 
gold monometallism—is the standard to 
be adhered to. 

Now it will not be denied that the 
New York chamber of commerce knows 
what it is talking about. It is composed 
of the most active and zealous agents 
of the money power and its member- 
ship represents practically all the bank- 
ers and the most prominent money own- 
ers of the metropolis. They are now en- 
gaged in a warm campaign. They are 
sending out circulars to all the banks 
of the country and in these circulars they 
declare that the single gold standard 
must be maintained; that the government 
must be committed to the policy of gold 


monometallism. 

This is what the “official organ” of 

Secretary Smith is advocating. 

Called Away. 
It will be a matter of regret to the 
railroad interests of Georgia if Super- 
intendent T. D. Kline, of the Central 
railroad, should really leave the state to 
accept a position elsewhere. This re- 
gret, however, is tempered with satis- 
faction in that the great railroads of the 
country are looking to Georgia for com- 
petent managers 
There are many Georgians and men 
born in other southern states who have 
won enviable positions in the railroad 
world. A notable example is that of 
Mr. Samuel Spencer, who now stands 
confessedly at the head of railroad man- 
agement of the United States. His in- 
fluence and his power extend far be- 
yond the lines with which he is imme- 
diately connected, for his advice is 
sought and his counsel heeded by other 
managers when in difficulty. 

Mr. Kline has long occupied such a 
position in the railroad world that his 
services have been coveted not only by 
other managers of the United States, 
but even beyond it, and it is a high com- 
pliment to him that he should be asked 
to take the management of such a rail- 
road as the Inter-Oceanic of Mexico. 
Wherever he goes he will always carry 
with him the sympathy and the good 
wishes of Georgians, who will watch his 
career with interest, which they feel 
sure will never be disappointed. . 


A Good Example. 

The election in Carrollton last Satur- 
day, upon the issue of bonding the city 
to build public schools, showed tbat the 
people are alive to the necessities of the 
day. : 

All the efforts that the state legisla- 
ture may make for the improvement of 
the public school system of the common- 
wealth will fall far short of what should 
be done unless progressive communities 
should come to the front with supple- 
meutal assistance. Atlanta many years 
ago took this step and established a sys- 
tem of public schools which cannot be 
eclipsed in any part of the world. In 
school buildings, in faculty, in curricu- 
lum, the Atlanta public schools are the 
equals of the best to be found anywhere. 
Other towns in Georgia have done like- 
wise, and we have scattered over the 
state cities whose progress may be 
known from the fact that they have 
taken advanced steps for the education 
of their children. 

The city of Carrollton did well in de- 
ciding upon the right side, and The Con- 
stitution is glad to chronicle this awak- 
ening interest in education. It is a 
necessity of the times, and there is not 
a Georgian who should not be ready to 
lend his aid and encouragement to the 
building up of a common school system 
which will place Georgia on an equal 
line with the most advanced state of the 
union.

Throngh her 
prime minister, the empire of Great 
Britain seemed to throw out defiance to 
the whole world, and especially to chal- 
lenge the United States to dare con- 
test her claim. The people of both coun- 
tries could talk of nothing but war, and 
the discussion of the military and naval 
strength of each side became a bore in 
every conversation. 

But England was not so serious as her 
prime minister appeared to make her. 
Under her bluff and bluster there were 
reservations which have at last found 
expression in the declaration of Lord 
Salisbury that he is now considering pro- 
posals of afbitration. It is the habit of 
British statesmen to make bold de- 
mands, to advance along the lines thus 
laid down as far as possible, and when 
they come in sight of bristling bayonets 
to retire, beg pardon and declare that 
they were only out on a reconnoitering 
expedition. After all the excitement and 
war talk of the last few weeks, Great 
Britain falls back to the original prop- 
position which she seemed to have de 
clined, and is to make the most of the 
negotiations which lead to arbitration. 

John Bull is bluff, but always pru- 
dent. He knows when to stop 4s well 
as when to advance, and he has given 
a notable example of this in the re- 
tirement from his advanced position in 
regard to the boundary line of Vene- 
zuela. 
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A Statesman Comes to Grief. 
The hand of fate seems to have been 
laid heavily upon the shoulders of the 
Hon. Ira N. Terrell, of Oklahoma. 
When the legislature of that hastily 


among its membership a motley crowd 
of adventurers, place hunters and ticket- 
of-leave men.

Griffin Carlisle.

Washington, March 21.—Carlisle has a 

gaunt body of middle size. He is sham- 

bling and ungraceful. His face is shaven 
and smooth; no vestige of mustache or 

His forehead is full and round, 
his cheeks are hollow, while nose and jaw 
have such ruggedness as te promise hope 
of stability and courage; a promise can- 
celed, however, by the furtive, anxious 
eye, which lurks rather than looks through 
the grizzly bramble of his brow. 

Carlisle’s face, while gros3, is sensitive 
and apprehensive. It shows him helpless 
rather than weak. It wears. the look of 
one who flees froth an undoubted past to a 
future full of doubt. Carlisie’s face is 
fraught with an indecision as well as a 
cry for leadership, and tells plainly of the 
unvirile ductility of his nature... A stroug 
and stubborn personality, made impressive 
by a position and the power pcsition con- 
fers, can draw and coil Carlisle like a bale 
of wire. . 

As a mere thought engine none of finer’ 
or more elaborate and halir-line finish than 
Carlisle was ever round-housed at the capi- 
tol. His brain, when it comes to thought- 
grinding, has all the power and accuracy 
of a machine. No one will think more lu- 
cidly or with clearer brittleness. He will 
give to every argument its weight, to cv®ry 
fact its value. Hig conclusions will be ab- 
solute in their integrity. Yet he will care 
nothing for them. He will desert them, 
abadon them, forget, indeed, what and 
where they are, at the least of invitation; 
like some cold, bad parent might his chil- 
dren. There are more of these thought 
offspring of Carlisle, mind-children he has 
abandoned, and*every one legitimate, who 
are now being reared and cared for by 
others, than would fill a foundling asylum. 

What strikes one as he studies Cartisle 
and watches him is his unblushing lack 
of what may be termed mind morality. He 
has no more of it than a cash register. He 
will consort with any view, good or bad, 
which promises radiantly and seems most 
pleasantly profitable at the time. 

Men use Carlisle and do things with him. 
He is a born cat’s-paw, and his forefoot is 
scarred and charred today from much pok- 
ing’ of the chestnuts of others from the fire, 
If there’s anything in theosophy and the 
doctrine of the transmigration of souls, Car- 
lisle was once a good-natured horse in a 
country neighborhood, and everybody rode 
him who wanted to. And frequently left 
him covered with mud withal. Yet, after 
all i8 said, he is unusual, rather than ec- 
centric. 

Carlisle was born in 1835. He is a qative 
Kentuckian. When the war rushed down 
like a storm he was of excellent age for a 
soldier. It would appear, however, that, 
gaining his cue from the neutrality declared 
for by his state, Carlisle withheld himself 
from both sides. Neither confederate nor 
federal gained by his valer. And as the 
war reeled on, however Kentucky hersclf 
may have deflected, Carlise at least was 
reutral. 

Carlisle’s democracy, while it existed dur- 
ing the war, was on the retired list untii 
1866. This has proof from his declination 
to be an elector on the democratic ticket 
in 1864. Two years later, however, he took 
to himself an office—that of state senator— 
and has never been without one since. 
Carlisle is a lawyer. Still, the law is only 
his profession; politica is his actual, serious 
pursuit. 

It is worth one’s while to know the 
source of a man, just as it is to know 
the source of a river. In Louisville tnere 
was—and probably is—a theater. It is call- 
ed the Buckingham. It was and is owned 
by a John Whalen. This unworthy person 
is what is colloquially termed “hard,” and 
is ihe Billy McGlory of Louisville. 

With Whalen and his Buckingham as 
the lower rung, Cerlisle has mounted the 
ladder of politics by the whisky interest 
and the Kentucky lottery. This last is a 
chartered monster which lives in a web 
spun by some venal legislature of a biue 
grass long ago. For years the better and 
more honest element has tried in court and 
out to tear down the web and crush the 
lottery. 

Carlisle has been the lottery attorney 
from the first. He has succeeded in pre- 
serving it in its blood sucking. 

When Cleveland was first president Car- 
lisle was speaker of the hovese. It was 
then Cleveland adcpted him for his own, 
Cleveland practically made up the com- 
mittee on ways and means and that of 
coinage in that congress, just as he did 
in the last. He found Carlisle yielding, 
pliant, malleable. Carlisle had been for 
silver. Cleveland made him for gold. Since 
1888 Cleveland has practically dominated 
Carlisle and furnished him his side of every 
issue. 

There has been but one short space—the 
first six months of 1892—when Carlisle was 
beyond the Cleveland influence. Gorman 
took possession of him, Carlisle wanted to 
be president then, just as he wants to be 
president now. He will never succeed in 
his ambition; but he will not believe this, 
and is consumed with the flames of a white 
house fever now. 

Gorman worked on this hope of Carlisle. 
He urged him to become a candidale and 
take Kentucky's delegaticn at Chicago. 
For a space Carlisle listened to the Mary- 
land fox, himself merely trying to use 
Carlisle in his own plans for a presidency. 
Under Gorman’s suggestion Carlisle pub- 
lished an irterview in March, 1892, saying 
Cleveland, while a good man, would De a 
bad candidate. As late as convention day 
at Chicago Carlisle was urging Representa- 
tive Fithian to see that’ Illinois cast its 
vote for Colonel Morrison in the conven- 
tion. 

“If you will hold Illinois solid for Morri- 
son,’ said Carlisle to Fithian, “we can 
beat this fellow (Cleveland) yet.’’ 

But Illinois was not held solid for Morri- 
son. Cleveland was named and elected, 
and Carlisle crept back to a portfolio in his 
cabinet. He has not been a bad officer. 
Nor weuld proper blame be his if he had. 
Cleveland has directed every syllable Car- 
lisle has ever uttered; commanded every 
move he has ever made; framed evey ‘policy 
of finance he has ever fulminated since he 
has served as secretary of the treasury. 
Cleveland will control to the end. 

As a matter of last fact it is probably 
true that so far «us this administration is 
powerful in the next convention it will do 
what it may to give Carlisle a presidential 
nomination. It will be vain and empty 
should he get it, or it will be good fortune 
to him should he fail. Were the chances 
of the democracy now froseate it is the 
opinion of experts that Carlisle would be 
very much retired by folk now nousily his 
fugiemen. 

It is the outlook that March 4, 1897, will 
find Carlisle out of office and into private 
life. He has no riches, for while others 
have made millions over Carlisle, just as 
one kilis birds over a pointer, Carlisle, like 
the pointer, was never helped or enriched 
thereby. What will he do to defy the woif 
when he leaves the cabinet? He will be— 
go say the wise men of board and bourse— 
the general attorney of the sugar trust.

POLITICAL TALK IN GEORGIA. 

Wilkinson county is the third county to 
act and, uke Fulton and Floyd, the com- 
mittee provides for the expression of the 
views of the people on the senatorship. 
This is, of course, in response to public 
sentiment. There is no questioning the 
fact that the overwhelming majority of the 
democrats of the state indorge the idea of 
primary views on the senatorship, and 
there is further no possibility but that, 
with the axception perhaps of a few coun- 
ties whose committees are manipulated by 
the politicians, the party organizations 
throughout the state will provide for these 
general primaries on the 6th of June. This 
fact 1s so universally recognized that all 
party candidates are announcing. Every 
paper that.comes to The Constitution office 
contains the announcement of candidates 
for the different county offices, and from 
now until the 6th of June there will be 
lively politics. 


Ex-Governor Boynton, who is, of course, 
recognized as the administration candidate 
for the legislature in Spalding conuty, has 
written a letter in which he says that it 
appears certain that the choice of senator 
will be left to the people in the primary 
election. This it seems by mutual and 
unanimous consent in Spalding county, 
and is but another evidence of the fact 
that the people everywhere are in favor of 
this method of procedure. 


The Fort Valley -Leader is one of the 
many papers which indorses the direct 
vote of the people for senator and that 
paper says: 

“We think this a wise suggestion, and 
the executive committee could not do bet- 
ter than to act as Judge Crisp suggests.”’ 


The definite anmouncement comes that 
Judge Butt will not enter the race for con- 
gress in the fourth district, but that he 
will stand for re-election to the judge- 
ship of the circuit. Judge Butt was con- 
sidered by tthe prophets as the strongest 
of the possible opponents to Congressman 
Moses. He has been regarded as in the 
“willing” state peculiar to candidates on 
the eve of formal announcement of can- 
didacy, but he has said nothing whatever 
on the subject, and has at no time. mention- 
ed an imtention of entering the race. 

So far as the fourth now stands the only 
avowed candidata to oppose Con- 
grecsman Mcses is Captain Stan- 
ford, of Harris county. Captain San- 
ford is a sterling democrat of the 
old school, who believes in demo- 
cratic principles, and is necessarily, there- 
fore, a strong advocate of free silver restor- 
ation. There is no ground for argument 
on this point between him and Congress- 
man Moses, however, for the present con- 
gressman certainly has a clean and clear 
record for his stand on the financial ques- 
tion. 

The fourth is a district in which there is 
a lot of brainy fellows, who would not be 
averse to political preferment, and for that 
reason it is very easy indeed to stir up 
political gossip from that section. A lot 
of talk has been indulged in concerning 
the possible opponents to Congressman 
Moses, and of late this has centered in 
Judge Butt. It may be that while 
all the talk about the judge has 
been going on somebody else has 
been quietly grooming to make the 
race, but at present the likelfhood seems to 
favor a very quiet time in the fourth. You 
never can tell, however. 


Things are getting to be decidedly lively 
in the third district, now that Judge Fort 
has made formal announcement of his can- 
didacy. He finds in the field two very 
strong candidates. Senator Lewis, who was 
the first to enter, has been very active, 
and thas, I learn from his friends, met with 
the greatest encouragement from all over 
the district. He is in the race to stay, 
and is making a thorough canvass of the 
different counties. Charley Warren, who 
is as popular a young man as can be found 
in his section, has warm friends in each 
of the counties, and is particularly strong 
in Pulaski and Twiggs, with an excellent 
chance in the other counties in his dis- 
trict. From the statements of the friends 
of the candidates in the various districts, 
it looks as if there would be a deadlock. 
Each claims nearly a majority, but each 
concedes to the others strength, which 
they undoubtedly have, and so it is pos- 
sible that the contest will develop into 
one which only the convention can set- 
tle. Of course, it is too early yet to do 


any prophesying, and all that ts possible 
is to give the estimates. 


The Pike County Journal takes the sug- 
gestion in some of the state papers that 
the democratic leaders be asked to make 
speeches at the state convention, but to 
make no reference to the financial question, 
and answers those suggestions in this 
way:

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The Raines Bill Has Been a Great 
Bone of Contention, 


BUT NOW THE AGONY IS OVER 


It Is a Sweeping Revolution of Present 
Excise Laws. 


HIGH LICENSE AND RESTRICTION THE RULE 


The Provisions of the New Law, the 
Passage of Which May Cut a De- 
cided Figure in Politics. 


Albany, N. Y., March 23.—Governor Mbdr- 
ton this morning signed the Raines liquor 
tax bill. 

The bill, which was violeatly opposed by 
the liquor interests, is designed to bring 
about a radical reform of excise laws. It 
does away with excise boards in cities and 
towns, and gives the power to grant and 
revoke licenses to a single board under 
State control. It is expected the new law 
will greatly reduce the number of saloons, 
bring clubs under a uniform license sys- 
tem and protect churches and _ school 
houses. It will also aid Sunday enforce- 
ment, and the bill provides for the for- 
feiture of licenses. Free lunches are also 
prohibited. The principal argument against 
the bill was that the poorer class of saloon 
keepers, chiefly these that sold only beer, 
would be forced out of business by the high 
license fee which the bill provides for, and 
that the measure Was, therefore, class Ieg- 


islaticn. 
What the Bill Provides. 

The Raines bill provides: 

That the word liquors shall mean all dis- 
tilled or rectified spirits, wines, malt and 
fermented liquors, 

That the sale of less than five gallons is 
trafficking in liquors. 

That every excise board in the state shall 
cease to exist April Wth. 

That every liquor license now existing 
shall be canceled June 30th. 

That cities and towns must pay pro rata 
for the unexpired portions of those li- 
censes. 

That a state commissioner appointed by 
the governor will assume supreme control 
of the liquor traffic. 

That a special ‘deputy will rule in New 
York, another in Brooklyn and another in 
Buffalo. 

That sixty secret service agents will be 
scattered throughout the state. 

That-all liquor tax certificates will be is- 
sued by the state commissioner, practically 
without discrimination, to any one who pays 
the required fee, whether it be for a dive 
or a palace. 

That every liquor tax certificate in New 
York city will cost $800 a year; in Lrooklya, 
$650; in Buffalo and other leading cities, $500; 
in cities under 60,000 inhabitants, $3850; in 
towns under 10,000, $300; in villages under 
5,000, $300; in places under 1,200, $200, and in 
the country, $100. 

That tax certificates for the sale of bot- 
tled goods and liquors not to be drunk on 
the premises grade from $500 in New York 
city, to $50 in the smallest boroughs. 

That drug stores cannot sell liquor except 
upon a physician’s written prescription and 
must pay a tax of $100 in New York, grad- 
ing downward in smaller places. They may 
take out storekeepers’ certificates. 

That every dining car, buffet car and 
steamboat will be charged $200 for a liquoi 
license. 

That the newly annexed aorthern district 
of this city will be charged only a town 
certificate rate. 

That one-third of all collected fees must 
be given to the state. 

That the special deputies in New York, 
Brooklyn and Buffalo will collect, but else- 
where the couhty treasurers, who will be 
allowed a substantial fee. 

That towns only can vote on local option 
every two years. 

That the consent of two-tnirds of the 
owners of dwelling houses within 200 feet 
of a place must be secured before a certifi- 
cate will be granted. 

That a bond double the amount of the 
tax must be furnished, which is liable for 
every violation of the liquor tax law. 


in a wirdow facing the street on the ground 
floor, if the entrance is on that floor. 

That no dry goods, grocery, provision or 
drug store keeper can sell liquors to be 
drunk on the premises unless in some place 
entirely distinct from the regular place of 
business. 

That only citizens of the United States 
and of New York can secure tax certilfi- 
cates. 

That no liquor can be sold in any building 
belonging to the public. 

That no bar can be within 200 feet of a 
school house or church, except in hotels. 

That no corporation, association, copart- 
nership, club or person shall sell or give 
away liquor to be drunk on any part of the 
premises or connecting grounds without 
paying the required tax. 

That every club in New York city must 
pay $500 a year license, and post a license 
in its front window and be treated the same 
as a saloon under the law. 

That no liquor can be sold anywhere on 
Sunday or between 1 and 5 a, m. on week 
days, except in hotels with meals cr in 
rooms. 

That no free lunch can be given. 

That no screens or sha.ues can be drawn 
to conceal the interior of the place during 
prohibited hours. 

That clubs and restaurants cannot serve 
liquors on Sunday or between the hours of 
1 and 5 a. m. on week days. 

That any person selling liquor without a 
tax certifipate shall be fined not less than 
twice the amount of the annual tax. This 
would make the fine $1,600 in New York city 
and it may be $2,000. 

That any one violating the provisions of 
this act shall be fined not more than $500 or 
imprisoned for one year and forfeit the 
year’s certificate. Two convictions will bar 
for five years the securing of a new cer- 
tificate. 

That every deputy commissioner, special 
agent, county treasurer, sheriff, deputy 
sheriff, police officer or constable shall, un- 
der $500 penalty for neglect, report to the 
district attorney all violations of the act. 

That all prosecutions shall be by indict- 
ment by the grand jury and trial in a court 
of record. f 

That the act shall take effect immediately 
upon signature by the governor. 

The new licenses are to be taken out the 
first of June. 

Bitter Opposition to It. 

There has been bitter opposition to this 
bill from both republicans and democrats 
and it is believed its enactment may cut 
a decided figure in New York politics. As 
such it may have direct bearing on the 
next national contest. 

It is estimated that the new law will 
throw upward of 150,000 men out of em- 
ployment. It is argued that it is directly in 
the interest of the big saloon men and 
against the poor men and its enactment 
will hurt the republican party in the tene- 
ment house districts of New York city. 
The way the clubs are treated has caused 
a great deal of unfavorable comment. Then 
it is pointed out by the opponents of the 
measure that there are in New York city 
between 300,000 and 400,000 people who live 
in furnished rooms and take théir meals 
at restaurants. This bill cuts out the res- 
taurant licenses completely.

INO EXTRA SESSION 


The Mayor Declines to Issue the 
— «Call Requested, 


AND TALKS PLAINLY ABOUT IT 


He Thinks the Matter Is One of Too 
‘Much Importance To Dispose 
of Quickly. 


The general council will not be convened 
in special session this afternoon. 

And it is because Mayor King has de- 
clined to accede to the request of the mem- 
bers of the board of aldermen and coun- 
cilmen. Not only does Mayor King de- 
cline to call the session, but he indites a 
letter to his legislative body, giving his 
reasons for that declination. 

Very few are the times that mayors of 


Atlanta have declined to call the general 
council together when requested to do so. 

The charter provides that the general 
council of Atlanta shall meet twice a 
month—on ‘the first and third Mondays of 
each month. The same code gives At- 
lanta’s mayor the right to call the general 
council together whenever he thinks the 
condition of circumstances demands a spe- 
cial or extra session. The same book 
shows that if any number of members of 
the general council, for any reason, want 
a special session, their desires may be 
gratified by their attaching thelr signatures 
to @ paper requesting the mayor to call a 
metting—a paper in which the object of 
the session is set forth and the date of the 
session contemplated is mentioned. 

None of the paragraphs of the code, how- 
ever, give any number as necessary to in- 
sure the issuance of the call, and it is 
claimed that a petition for a special meet- 
ing, if signed by two members of the 
general body—one from the board of alder- 
men and one from the council is good. 
The law does not say either that the 
Signatures of every member of that body 
could not legally require the mayor to call 
@ meeting. 

A paper carrying the names of two mem- 
bers of the general council would be suffi- 
cient warrant for the mayor to call a spe 
cial meeting of the general council, 

And yet a like paper, carrying the names 
of every one of the nineteen members, 
could not require the mayor to call a spe- 
cial session of Atlanta’s legislative body. 

The middle of last week a paper address- 
ed to the mayor was put in circulation. 
It called for a special meeting of the gen- 
eral council and showed that the new city 
hall was to be considered. 

The paper was pushed among the mem- 
bers of the general council for signatures 
and yesterday morning was handed to 
Mayor King for action. The mayor re- 
ceived the paper and after considering it 
wttached to it a sheet of paper upon which 
he wrote his declination to issue the de- 
sired call with his reasons therefor. These 
papers the mayor will transmit to the city 
clerk today, by whom they will be safed 
until the first meeting of the general coun- 
cil next month. In giving his reasons for 
refusing to call the special session Mayor 
King does not beat about the bush, but 
speaks right out so that every one who 
hears the. paper read before the council on 
the first Monday in April can understand it. 

“T think,’ said Mayor King yesterday 
discussing the matter, “that the question 
of a new city hall is one of the most vital 
and important with which Atlanta has had 
to deal in a long time. Two committees, 
both having for membership some of the ; 
very best members of the general council, 
gentlemen in whom all Atlanta has a con- 
fidence, have been appointed to give the 
subject the weighty consideration it de- 
serves. 

“Of the two committees, one was appoint- 
ed to look into the lease feature and had 
Mr. Inman as chairman with Mr. Wood- 
ward and Mr. Thomas as associates; 
while the other was to consider the pur- 
chase of ground upon which to build. The 
latter is composed of Mr. Day, chairman, 
and with him is Mr. Tapert. 

“T am of the opinion that all parties who 
have any propositions to make should make 
them direct to the committee and frely 
upon the committees to report to the gener- 
al council. Of course the committee would 
make a careful investigation of all propo- 
sitions submitted and if the parties making 
the propositions are not satisfied with the 
action of the committee they can go to 
the general council over the head of the 
committee. 

“In fact I can see no reason for haste. 
The matter is important enough to have 
slow, deliberate action and I could not see 
my way clear to issue the call as re- 
quested.” 

Mr. Day has not had a meeting of his 
committee for more than a week, at which 
time a report was perfected. 

Mr. Inman will get his committee together 
one day this week-and discuss the situation. 

In the meantime both committeees will 
be glad to hear from any one who has a 
proposition to submit relative to the mat- 
ter. ;

Who Will Succeed Mr. Kline if He 
Leaves the Central? 


| GOSSIP GOING ON ABOUT IT 


The Seaboard’s Freight Traffic Is In- 
creasing Rapidly—A Meeting of 
Southern Men Held Here. 


The impression is growing that General 
Superintendent Kline, of the Central, real- 
ly intends to leave the road. He has de- 
clined to discuss the matter for the public 
and if his friends know anything of his 
plans they are not at liberty to tell them.

Mr. Win- 
der is understood to have private affairs 
sufficient to keep him engaged until next 
October at least. Mr. Gabbett is general 
manager of the Georgia and Alabama 
road. i

to be May Ist. As there is more than a 
month intervening, Mr. Comer will have 
plenty of time to look the field over before 
making an announcement.

George W. Dice Is Sentenced to Hard 
Labor by Judge Newman. 


WHAT THE PRISONER SAYS 


Chief Hazen and His Men Character- 
ized as Sleuth Hounds. 


DICE WRITES A LETTER TO HIS OLD FATHER 


Contents of the Letter Disclosed for the 
First Time—To Be Incorporated 
in His Book. 


Hight years in the Ohio penitentiary is 
the sentence that George W. Dice will be 
required to serve before he returns to his 
western cattle ranch oc undertakes again 
to run a branch treasury of the United 
Btates. 

In the presence of quite a large number 
of spectators who thronged the federal 
courtroom yesterday morning sentence 
Was pronounced upon the prisoner by 
Judge Newman, Before passing sentence 
Jud Newman directed the prisoner to 
econd Pp Without betraying the least 
Sos and with a look of cool indiffer- 


ence tat a block of marble could scarcely 
have improved upon Dice calmly arose 
from the bench on which he was sitting 
and approached the judgment bar with as 
much composure as if he had been going 
to the water cooler. 

His demeanor attracted the attention of 
every one in the courtroom. This remark, 
however, might well apply to any pris- 
oner, but rarely is a prisoner at the bar 
@0 apparently unaffected as Dice seemed 
to be yesterday morning. 

This exhibition of indifference on the 
part of the prisoner was not so much the 
composure of preparation as it was the 
composure of unconcern. Having seen 
much of the seamy side of life, though 
never before indicted on the charge of 
counterfeiting, Dice was ready for any- 
thing that might happen. Every one who 
witnessed the conduct of the prisoner 
yesterday morning recognized the fact 
that he was made of stouter material 
than most men and that having such 
@ solid deposit of iron in his constitution, 
he could listen to a death sentence with- 
out the least disturbance. 


“Have you anything to say why sentence — 


should not be pronounced?’ inquired 
Judge Newman. 

Dice mumbled something, but the sub- 
Stance of his reply was not distinctly 
heard. 

“I have thought of this case,” said Judge 
Newman, ‘and while there are certain 
features that strongly commend the pris- 
oner to the consideration of the court, 
there are others which forbid the exercise 
of clemency and calls for the most rigor- 
ous condemnation of the law. I do not 
wish to be severe beyond the requirement 
of e®act justice nor can I afford to allow 
my feelings to interfere with the dis- 
charge of my official duty. Courts are 
Organized, among other things, for the 
purpose of inflicting punishment on crimi- 
nals and, in justice to the law-abiding 
citizens of the land, criminals must be 
Severely punished. In this matter i want 
to do exactly what is right. I will sen- 
tence the prisoner to pay a fine of $500 
and to serve at hard labor for a term of 
eight years in the Ohio penitentiary.’’ 

As soon as judgment was pronounced on 


the prisoner the crowd that had gathered 


in the courtroom to witness the scene 
dispersed and Dice, under the guardian 
@yes of one of the court bailiffs, was 


escorted back to his cell in Fulion county 


Jail. 
What Dice Says. 

“Well, it’s ali over,’’ said Dice yester- 
@ay. afternoon, aigcussing the result of 
the trial with a representative of Tne Con- 
stitution. I am somewhat disappointed in 
the judge’s sentence as I entertained the 
hope that I would not be given a longer 
term than five years. I thought, in view 


: wf the fact that I was a total stranger in 


Atlanta, without friends or kindred short 
of 1,000 miles from here, that Judge New- 
Man would be inclined to show me some 
consideration. He has not done this. My 
#@entence is much heavier than I deserve 
and more severe than other prisoners have 
received. Still | am satisfied. I shall go 
to prison with a light heart, giving such 
time to the preparation of my book as I 
May have at my disposal. I understand 
that I will not be taken away from here 
fore the middie of June. Infiuential 
in Montana will come to my as- 
Sistance and doubtless, through the effort 
which they shall make for me, I will be 
able to obtain a pardon.” 


“Hazen’s Sleuth Hounds.” 


"I hope Chief Hazen and his sleuth 
nds are satisfied,’’ said Dice, reverting 
to the trial. “If they are satisfied with 
their dirty work I suppose I ought to be, 
for no one can say that I kissed the Bible 
and raised my right hand to God and 
Bwore away the liberty of an innocent 
man. Now I don’t mean to say that this 
Was done, but when Chief Hazen testified 
that he never made any inducements to 
me to make a confession he states some- 
thing that is willfully untrue. He didn’t 
come 2,000 miles for nothing, you can rely 
that. In the presence of my invalid 
wife, who will never live to see me a free 
man again, he gave me his word and his 
cold, shaky hand that if I would only give 
oe certain information he would see 
t I was not convicted. 

_ Says the Chief Lied. 

“Hazen also made other promises to me 
which I received in good faith, but I know 
differently now. I have heard there was 

r among thieves, but I fail to find any 
among Hazen’s gang. The idea of placing

I have got no 
world’s fair story to tell, byt I would not 
have been here had it not have been 
for the sake of some innocent men who 
got me into this. If I am a criminal I 
don’t belong to a class who have the heart 
to stay on the outside and have some in- 
nocent man with a family to suffer for 
their wrongdoings. I ask no mam to suffer 
for my mistakes.”’ 


Letter to His Parents. 


Shortly after Dice was arrested and 
brought to Atlanta he sat down in his 
prison cell and wrote a long letter to his 
aged father and mother. 

This letter has never been published be- 
fore this morning. The readers of The 
Constitution are given the first perusal of 
the document, which has heretofore been 
sacred to the eyes of those to whom it 
was specially addressed. 

In this letter Dice tells about his youth- 
ful exploits and adventures and says a 
number of spicy things. The letter will 
be incorporated in the book which the pris- 
oner is now writing. 

Here is Dice’s letter: 

“Atlanta, January 10, 1896.—Dear Father: 
In reply to your letter, stating that you 
have seen by the papers that I am in deep 
trouble, I can say that I am fully aware of 
the fact, and I found it out first, so it is 
‘oid news’ to me. 

“I think ihat I knew all about it before 
the papers did, or even the reporters, as 
they came to me for their informatio.; so 


this is one time in my life when I was the 
‘early bird’ aod got the first ‘tip.’ 

“You ment.4¢a the word ‘trouble. Now 
that is all mine, and | will try to make use 
of it. I got in on the ‘ground floor,’ so in 
case Of fire I will not break any bones in 
getting out of the windows. You see, | 
have always been in some kind of ‘trouble’ 
Since my boyhood, but not in prison be- 
fore, and I have always managed to ‘buy 


| work. 


out’ when I had money, and to ‘work out’ 
When | was stranded. 

“I will try to tell you about my many 
troubles, which I have always heretofere 
kept to myself (for I could never find even 
a policeman to listen to them). I will re- 
fer to a few of my past ones, and tell how 
I escaped from them, so that you can see 
that ‘as long as there’s life there’s hope’ 
of my getting out of this one: 

“About the first was the ‘school trouble,’ 
when the teacher ordered me to sit in a 
Seat beside a ‘black nigger,’ who blacked 
the stoves and did all kinds of dirty black 
I objected so strenuously that the 
professor took his black, ebony ruler and 
proceeded to ‘ebonize’ me, so that I would 
match the blaxs ruler aforesaid in color. He 
succeeded fairly well, as 1 was black all 
over ‘in spots,’ He then requested me to 
return to my seat, but I changed my mind 
and ‘got back’ at him with a few bottles of 
black ink, then took a ‘running walk’ for 
home, and ‘never went back.’ 

“Then came my ‘labor trouble.’ Although 
I was not a Knight of Labor, I was order- 
ed to the blacksmith’s shop to strike, and 
strike hard, ‘while the iron was hot.’ 

“This, however, looked too much like 
cheap, common work to me, so I ‘struck 
out’ for the far west on Uncle Horace 
Greeley’s advice to ‘Go west, young man, 
and grow up with the country.’ 

“I think I must have gone to the wrong 
part, for I next got into the ‘Indian trou- 
ble,’ and found that the most of the people 
there were not following Uncle Horace’s 
advice, to ‘grow up,’ but were, on the 
contrary, growing down, with about three 
feet of earth over them, and well loaded 
with flint-head arrows. The few that were 
left wouid hiuve b2en entitled to the front 
row of seats at ‘The Devil's Auction,’ for 
good Mr. Indian had ‘done’ them good, first 
out of everything thev owned, and then 
had scalped them, like a cheap railroad 
ticket, leaving them as bald as bald-headed 
eagles. 

“As Uncle Horace and I could not camp 
on the far west, [ wandered back again, 
but not back home, but to the Black Hills, 
where I struck a new brand of trouble— 
mining. It was thusly: I ‘went broke,’ 
and it Was 4 trouble to my mind as to how 
I would get a ‘grub stake,’ to prospe:t for 
gold, but finally succeeded and got out 
of that trouble all O. K. 

“Then I had moncy, and that brought 
‘money troubles.’ They were so numerous 
that I won’t try to give details, but finally 
they caused financial troubles which left 
my cup full of trouble, with my wife and 
dear chiiiren dependent, and no money. 

“I determined to go and tell my troubles 
to the whole world in such a way -hat it 
would ‘buy me something,’ but what did 
the world know about me? I was no Jesse 
James. I had never robbed a train. I had 
never been arrested. No one knew who I 
was, and cared less. I would not steal from 
a poor man, and the rich ones gave me no 
chance, so I did not know what to do. 

“I had spent much money in stopping at 
the best hotels, in the hope of getting my 
name in the papers, but found that this 
wouldn’t work, for they wouldn’t mention 
me. In exasperation I had at last treated 
a reporter to wine. He ‘slopped over,’ end 
lost his job. 

‘“‘At this juncture my heart was about to 
fail me, when I found some bad, bad boys 
‘chunking’ little green ‘paper wads’ at some 
of our Uncle Sam’s pet ‘sleuth hounds,’ and 
they were having so much fun that I went 
out to play with them. That is, I-just got 
a ‘nigger’ to carry the bag. I was inform- 
ed that if Uncle Sam’s ‘hounds’ ever struck 
my trail 1 would get my name in all the 
papers in big letters and there would be 
something heard before it came out. 

“T told the bad boys that this was just 
what I was looking for, and that I didn’t 
care how long my name staid in, so long as 
they once put it there, where everybody 
could see it. 

“The whole thing worked ‘like a charm.’ 
I have got my. name in al! the papers now, 
‘good and plenty.’ Even Frank James, who 
is now in St. Louis, says that the press has 
done me more honor(’?) than it ever did to 
him, with all the hard work he did to mer- 
it it. 

“IT have to smile, when I read column af- 
ter column, and think how easy it is to fool 
all the wise (7?) newspaper men. Why, they 
would not otherwise have so advertised me 
for many thousand dollars, but that is the 
way of the ‘smartest’—give them rope 
enough and they will hang themselves. 

‘You must ‘let up’ on these sympathetic 
letters. They won’t buy anything. I ask 
sympathy from no one. I know what I am 
doing, and that old-time ‘gag,’ ‘Oh,' where 
is my wandering boy tcnight” just makes 
me laugh. Why, he is all right in three or 
four places ‘and then some.’ I should think 
you would be glad to know where I am for 
once, and be sure of it. To feel and Know 
that when the sun goes down one of your 
boys is safe and free from many dangers 
of the outside world—safe in one of Uncle 
Sam’s ‘safe deposit vaults,’ just as wel’ 
protected and cared for as one of the new 
United States bonds. He (Uncle Sam) says 
Il am all right, but was caught in bad com- 
pany, and that he will have to keep me 
awhile and clip a few coupons off me just 
for chastisement, but my counsel, who is 
one of the ablest in the land, says, ‘Nay, 
not so bad,’ and that he will tell them just 
how it all happened, so if I get a ‘light 
fall,’ I will take it like a man, as we have 
to take the ‘bitter with the sweet.’ 

“Now, papa, don’t bother about my trou- 
bles. I should think a man of your age 
would have enough of his own, w:thout 
borrowing from others. I have none to 
loan, nor give away, but will have plenty of 
them for sale soon—in book form, price 56 
cents each, C. O .D., strictly. How much 
of this trouble do you want? 

‘Now, don’t let my troubles keep you 
awake, for they won't get away from me, 
and I won’t trouble you any more with 
trouble, so write and tell me the good 
news and keep the bad to yourself and in 
my next letter I will tell you about how I 
have been spending the time as a guest of 
Uncle Sam. I know it will do you good to 
think that that ‘fool boy,’ as you always 
called me—I know you didn’t mean it—has 
gone and fooled so many smart, well edu- 
efited fools. ‘Of course ‘wonders 
cease.’ At least I never stopped until Un- 
cle Sam thought I was getting leg-weary 
and stopped me, just so I could rest for 
awhile—that’s all. 

“Don’t think | am here alone, for I am 
not. I have plenty of good company. Not 
common, everyday criminals, such as chick- 
en thieves and clothes line ‘grafters,’ but 
mostly United States men, who make that 
good old whisky after the moon shines.

The Young Man Prefers the Chaingang 
Rather Than Disgrace His 
Sweetheart. 


This morning a young white man will 
don a suit of stripes-and will begin to terve 
out a sentence in the chaingang, and in 
@ western city, where he is well known 
and has relatives and money, a little wo- 
man who loves him will anxiously await his 
coming. 

Joe Amont, a young man who came to 


Atlanta curing the exposition period and 
Was arrested on a charge of burglary and 
assault with intent to murder, Will serve 
his sentence as a criminal rather than 
pein the heart of the woman he loves and 
bring disgrace upon his family. 

Hie was arrested on the first day of the 
year by Officer Stamps and was charged 
with being drunk and disorderly. While the 
officer was standing at the call box await- 
ing the arrival of the patrol wagon, Amont 
gave him a terrible blow and made wu dash 
for liberty. The officer pursued him and 
finally overtook him and rearrested him. 
When the station house was reached, 
Amont was searched and two waiches 
were discovered on his person. Une was u 
goid watch and was later on Identified by 
bir. D. Tye as one which had been ptolen 
from him several days berore the arrest 
of Amont. The silver watch could not be 
accounted for, and Amont was charged 
with burglary in the theft of the Watch 
and assault with intent to kill on account 
of the attack he made upon the vilicer. 

Just before the death of Judge Clark, 
Amont was tried on the charge of burgiary 
and was convicted, but never sentenced. 
Judge Clark announced that ae was sorry 
for the youthful prisoner and Wwouid be as 
light upon him as possible, as he wid not 
think Amont was a crimina). In bentenc- 
ing the young man yesterday Judge Can- 
dier imposed a sentence of eight months, 
as the prisoner had pleaded jsuiity to the 
charge of larceny from the house. 

Amont pleaded guilty to assauit and bat- 
tery on the charge of assault with ‘intent 
to kill and was given a sentence in tne 
latter case of 1our months, making ea total 
sentence of twelve months. 

Dramatic Scene in Court. 

When the case was reached yesterday 
morning Attorney Moyers, who was rep- 
resenting Amont, stated to the court imat 
the prisoner was a young man highly con- 
nected at his home and was also engaged 
to a young lady, for whose sake he pre- 
ferred to go to the chaingang rather an 
disgrace her. 

Amont was asked where he lived. A blush 
suffused his face and he lowered his face 
until his head hung low. 

‘TI was raised in the United States,” said 
he, “but born of English parentage.” 

Further than that bare statement Amont 
would say nothing which would throw any 
light upom his past life. 

Attorney Moyers stated to the eourt that 
Amont had been arrested in a strange city 
and had no friends in Atlanta and had 
voluntarily decided to face the charges 
rather than bring disgrace upon his fam- 
ily ana upon the sweetheart in whose 
keeping he had placed his heart before 
leaving for Atlanta. 

True to His Sweetheart. 

Amont wili not talk about his past fur- 
ther than to say that he is a son of wealthy 
parents and is engaged to a beautiful 
young woman in the city in which he lives. 

When he was arrested he realized that 
if he were to give his real name, the fact 
of his arrest and the eharges would be 
heralded to his home and that tn the far- 
off city is name would be tn disgrace. He, 
therefore, determined to #0 under an as- 
sumed name and he iold the oflicers that 
he was named Amont. This {ts the hame 
which was registered in the record book 
of the station house and the one which will 
be placed on record on the book of the 
chaingang. 

After he has served his term and !s ¢gain 
a free man he says he will return to his 
home and none will be the wiser. The 
young man will be carried to the ¢tockade 
this morning and will wear the stripes 
for twelve months, when he will be ¢bie 
to return to the woman wao awaits his 
coming.

There was an important meeting of all 
the fire insurance men in the city, held at 
the offices of the Southeastern Tariff Asso- 
ciation yesterday morning. The meeting 
was for the purpose of discussing the ac- 
tion of the legislatures of the states of 
South Carolina and Mississippi in passing 
certain insurance Dills which are detri- 
mental to.the interests of the fire com- 
panies in the above states. 1n Mississippi 
it seems that the rate of taxation on the 
companies has recently been raised from 
$100 to $1,500, which is thought by the com- 
panies to be a most unjust rate. 


FOR LOCAL SCHOOL TAX. 


Professor G. R. Glenn Outlines His 
Plan for Furthering Education. 
State School Commissioner Glenn has 

just returned from a trip to several coun- 

ties where he went to appear before the 
grand juries to suggest a plan for raising 
school funds in a local way. 

Professor Glenn has always favored lo- 
cal tax—that is, he has favored counties 
paying so much for the education of the 


' children within their borders. At the last 


session of the legislature Mr. Glenn had 
a bill introduced requiring that no county 
should receive any of the state’s educa- 
tional fund unless that caunty raised a 
jocal fund as large as their pro rata share 
of the state’s fund. This bill was defeated 
upon account of the objection raised that 
it was unconstitutional and then Mr. Glenn 
went to work with another plan to have 
the counties raise a local fund by taxation. 
He has visited séveral grand juries and 
stated to them his plan. 

He desires to have the counties raise a 
local fund and asked the grand juries he 
appeared before to recommend that a 
tax for a local school fund be levied. There 
is no way, or at least no better way, the 
commissioner thinks, than having the grand 
juries of the different counties to recom- 
mend a local tax. About twenty counties 
in the state already levy a local tax and 
Mr. Glenn thinks that soon thrice that 
many will do so. 

“I think our school system could be 
greatly improved,” he s “There are 
only a few counties which recognize the 
importance of education, it seems. For in- 
stance, Fylton county does not receive 1 
cent as an education fund except from 
the state. Atlanta does, it is true, and if 
local taxation for the benefit of education 
is a good thing for Atlanta show me a 
reason why it will not be a good thing for 
the whole state. Pennsylvania counties 
give double the amount that the state gives. 
We must have local taxation before our 
schools become what they should be.’’ 

Professor Glenn will visit other grand 
juries.

NEW YORK WITHIN A YEAR. 


Telephone System That Will Put At- 
lanta in Connection with All the 
Country. : 


The network of steel that has within the 
last century covered this country and has 
so often been referred to in patriotic eulo- 
gies of our growth will before the be- 
ginning of another century give way to 
the network of wire that is fast putting 
all the states in speaking distance of each 
other. 

The American Telephone end Telegraph 
Company, that now reaches as far south 
as Fayetteville, Tenn., is the enterprising 
corporation that covers such an enormous 
territory. 

From Augusta, Me., in the northeast, it 
extends its far-reaching lines to New 
York, Buffalo, Chicago, Milwaukee, Osh- 
kosh, Wis., Terre Haute and Evansville, 
Ind., St. Louis, Mo., Louisville, Ky., Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and Fayetteville, of the same 
state. This is merely a rough outline of 
its territory, and while it may be seen by 
this what a vast amount of country it 
surrounds it would be hard to compute the 
distance within these limits. 

While it is now impossible to tell exactly 
when Atlanta will be taken into this magic 
circle, yet it is an assured fact that 
within a very short space of time we will 
be talking with New York, Chicago and 
all of the cities covered by this system. 

“We are now engaged,” said District 
Superintendent Easterlin yesterday, “in 
constructing a line from Nashville to Mem- 
phis, on which we have about 150 men 
employed. So you may imagine it is going 
up very rapidly. 

“Last year,’’ he continued, ‘we con- 
structed over 4,000 miles of post lines. I 
mean by post lines that the lines were 
constructed from the very beginning; post 
holes dug and poles and wires erected and 
connected,

The Whitehall inn, mentioned in a recént 
article, furnished lodgings and accommo-

night’s rest wended their way to Mont- 
gomery’s ferry (now Collins’s bridge), leav- 
ing far to the right the spot whaqe At- 
lanta now stands, never dreaming of the 
magnificent city that was destined to soon 
spring up in the primeval forest.
